A COMPLAINT.

As a matter of curiosity he “ listened-in 
las: Tuesday night to ascertain the form in 
which the information he had given was 
broadcast to the public, He was very much 
surprised to hear the first sentence, the 
words of which, in effect, were: “ The 
Farmers’ Party has decided not to co-operate 
with the Government.” The subsequent 
sentences were more or less in the words that 
he had given to the station man. 

“ FAR-FETCHED.” 

He felt, however, that the interpretation 
put on the resolution by the broadcasting 
official was far-fetebed and unwarranted, and 
that a newspaper editor whe would draw the 
same interpretation would be either un- 
scrupulous, careless, or incompetent; but it 
was @ very serious matter to see a public 
utility service conducted in such a manner. 

He did not rely entirely on his own im- 
pression of the statement made, and he got 
into touch with two friends of his who also 
had been ‘“‘listening-in.”? Each of them got 
the impression from the announcement t“at 
the Farmers’ Union had refused to co-operate 
with the Government. Those were the 
actual facts of what had occurred, and he 
felt that it was his duty to place them before 
Congress. 

Mr. Baxter, T.D., leader of the Farmers’ 
Party, said that the report that appeared in 
the Press that morning was a correct pre- 
sentation of the decision arrived at by Con- 
cress. They had stated definitely and 
explicitly their attitude towards any Govern- 
ment in the maintenance of law, order and 
stability. It was regrettable that those re- 
sponsible for the public broadcasting service 
should have taken it upon themselves to 
interpret to the public a position which was 
no. in fact, before Congress. He did not- 
like to put the question: Was it a deliberate 
action on the part of the broadcasting 
authorities from a desire to draw a comment 
from the decision come to? If so, he would 
have to ask was that public service being 
used for political purposes? He hoped not. 

“POLITICAL PROPAGANDA.” 

Mr. M. F. Heffernan, T.D., said that he 
was a member of the Advisory Committee on 
Broadcasting and attended a meeting of that 
body last Tuesday morning,. There he raised 
a question as to the news announcement 
last Saturday night that the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party would not form 
a Government.

The Archbishop of Dublin, addressing the 
members of the Joint Diocesan Synod of 
Dublin and Glendalough and Kildare when it 
resumed its deliberations yesterday morning 
in the Synod Hall, Dublin, made reference to 
the new Preparatory College for Protestants, 
which opened six weeks ago in Glasnevin, 
Dublin. He said that it was a Government 
institution, of which he,.as Archbishop, was 
manager, and the teachers were appointed 
subject to his veto. There were twenty 
young people, between the ages of 14 a 
18 years, of both sexes, under a principal and 
staff, which ab present numbered two. He 
was glad to think that they had no serious 
difficulty in finding Gaelic speakers of their 
Church who could satisfy the Government's 
demands in respect of knowledge of Irish 
(Hear, hear). The purpose of the scheme 
was the preparation in an Irish atmosphere 
of candidates for the Training College. . 

“I do not pretend to like compulsory Irish 
ia our National Schools,” proceeded the 
Archbishop. “I think it is a bad, policy, 
but as long as the Government requires it 
be taught, I would rather it were taught well 
than ill. And, therefore, I find myself able 
to support a scheme which provides that a 
certain number of our candidates . should 
come from a thoroughly Gaelicised milieu,” 

Furthermore, he did not. regard it as his 
business to stand between the Government 
and their people when an offer of that kind, 
helping to: solve the teacher problem, was 
made & the former. If their people did not 
care to take advantage of the offer, let them 
decline it;'' but he would not. take the re- 
sponsibility of declining it for them. He was 
anxious thet: the plan should have a fair 
trial and succeed or fail on the mepits.

Fdward Fitzgerald, first Baronet, which took 
place yesterday evening at Ovens, County 


A native of the district of Macroom, 
County Cork, he led a most active life, indus- 
‘trially and politically, and he leaves behind 
him a record which is remarkable in many 
respects. The several schemes of public 
utility which he initiated and lived to see 
completed will cause his name to be long 


Early in life he found work as a carpenter 
in the City of Cork. After a few years he 
started business on his own account, meeting 
with considerable success. A little later he 
became a member of Cork Corporation, to 
which body he continued to be elected regu- 
larly for almost half a century.

Folk Schools. 


In a paper read before the Technical 
Congress in Galway yesterday, Mr. James 
Fenton, deputy chief inspector of schools 
in the Irish Free State, advanced an un- 
usual argument for Irish 
Danish methods of education and agricul- 
ture. The well-spring of the Scandinavian 
genius, he argued, is Iceland, the home of 
the sagas. Now, Iceland, as every school- 
boy knows, was colonised largely from 
Ireland, and shows traces-of Irish origins 
in personal names that persist to this 
day. It is pleasing to suppose, with Mr. 
Fenton, that Ireland contributed an im- 
pulse to Scandinavian progress; but the 
theory would be more convincing if Ire- 
land had shown herself able to cure her 
If ever Ireland taught the 
Northern peoples, to-day she requires to 
learn from them; and the lesson which 
she must learn is one of character—ol 
frugality, studious industry and popular 
determination to succeed. Mr. Fenton de- 
scribed once more the Danish folk schools 
founded by Bishop Grundtvig half a 
century ago, and told of their part in 
fostering Denmark’s agricultural economy. 
These schools are neither vocational nor 
academic. They exist for the fostering of 
a popular culture and the teaching of 
simple handicrafts. Children of peasants 
and fishermen here are encouraged to find 
interest and pride in their future call- 
school succeeded in 
Denmark because the Danes desired it, 
welcomed w it, 
eagerly of its clasg-rooms and its lectures. 
In Ireland there is ho dearth of means for 
the self-improvement of the masses. 
Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Education for over thirty years has offered 
the best instruction that science can pro- 
Congested Districts 
lavished on the most backward districts 
the services of teachers and technical in- 
structors. The State, the local authorities, 
and private endeavour have furnished the 
countryside and the towns with technical 
schools. Have the people thronged the 
class-rooms or clamoured for ever more 
generous facilities for study? Do Irish 
artisans, like artisans in Copenhagen, 
spend part of their. dinner hour eagerly 
attending lectures? Do not the meetings 
of technical education committees through- 
out the land monotonously reiterate the 
complaint that classes are poorly attended, 
and unworthy in results of the money 
spent upon them? Mr. Fenton yesterday 
told how the Danes feed themselves on 
their own corn and their own meat. Here 
is the mark of a people determined to 
wring from a soil bleaker and less fruitful 
than ours their own support. The differ- 
ence between the Danes and our own 
people lies not. in educational facilities, 
but in a wholesome love of the land and a 
snobbish or degenerate contempt for it. 
A traveller may drive through rural Ire- 
land to-day and never see the cross-road 
dance that was the old-time expression of 
the people’s content. The Charleston and 
the “Black-bottom” cannot be danced 
conveniently at cross-roads.

GIGANTIC GERMAN 
SCHEME. 


RACING TRACK. 


(BY NOEL D. PANTER.) 


ADENAU, June 18th. 

The Niivburg Ring—so called because the 
track circles over a disiance of twenty-nine 
kilometres round an old ruin known as the 
Nirburg—is the latset and probably one of 
the finest examples of the manner in which 
Germany has turned adversity to good 
account. Three years ago the unemploy- 
ment problem—a grim relic of the inflation 
period—was so acute that it became an im- 
tone gs political factor. The Reich was 

nd to subsidise the hordes of unemployed 
in all parts of the country, and among the 
areas most affected were the industrial 
districts of Westphalia. The demoralising 
influence of State support was, however, 
realised, and every effort was made to find 
some sort of useful work for those in receipt 
of the “dole.” Among the schemes pro- 
moted in these circumstances one of those 
which promises to be the most successful is 
the Núrb Ring. 

The disadvantage, and sometimes the im- 
possibility, of holding motor races 
and “reliability”’ trials on public road- 
ways had long been recognised in West 
Germany, and so the construction of the 
Nirburg Ring was undertaken, and it has 
now just been completed. Every stone has 
been laid, every piece of ground levelled, 
and every tunnel bored solely by “ unem- 
ee " labour. 

he track is situated in the wild region of 
the Eifel, the scenery of which can hardly 
be rivalled in Germany. There are in reality 
three courses, two of which are reserved 
chiefly for mot» cycle or bicycle racing, the 
larger being solely for the use of motor cars. 
All the tracks can be used for racing proper 
or for “reliability” or other .trials, and 
it is in this latter respect that the Nirbu 
Ring is expected to give a very decid 
fillip to the German motor industry. 

The writer went round the Nirburg Ring 
in ‘a high-power Mercedes which happened 
to require decarbonising, but which had done 
between 50 and 60 m.p.h. on the level road 
between. Cologne and ha. Beíore it had 
negotiated half the Núrburg Ring the engine 
was boiling furiously, and the five occupants 
were obliged to get out and help with the 
pushing before the car crawled to the top 
of the steepest incline. 

At the starting post and terminus the track 
is twenty metres wide, and it nowhere 
measures less than nine metres. The ‘curves, 
of which there are 172, are so constructed 
that an able driver can negotiate them with 
safety at a speed of 50 m.p.h. In the 
winter, when the snow lies deep on the 
Nirburg, the Ring may be used asa 
toboggan run, and, if all goes well, yaa 
the little village of Adenau, in the Eifel, may 
become as famous as St. Moritz and the 
Niirburg Ring as renowned as the Cresta. 
But the main function of the track must 
always be that of a racecourse and testing 
ground for motors. 

‘The following mileages give some idea of 
the international possibilities of the Nurburg 
Ring—for there is no track resembling it in 
Western and probably in all Europe. The 
Ring and the village of Adenau are eighty- 
five miles from Brussels, 235 miles from 
Paris, 420 miles. from Berlin, 120 miles from 
Frankfurt, 345 miles from Ziirich, and a

It is, 
in fact, much nearer Paris and Brussels than 
it is to Berlin.

stripe was complete, as an Ollamh was 
supposed to be so fair and upright-in his 
judgments that nothing but sincere con- 
sideration for the good of the tribe could 
in any way influence him. 
PRIMITIVE TAXATION, 

There was yet another point in their 
government which caused, probably, the 
same feelings of :ll-treatment as it does 
now—namely, taxation. There seems to have 
been no regulation for this; for the chiefs, 
were they unprincipled, could exact as much 
as they liked for their own personal use, 
and make no pretence te use it for the good 
of the country. The taxes were paid, as 
was everything else, in cattle or crops; the 
taxpayers paid so many sheaves of wheat or 
head of cattle to the chief, and he could 


then distribute all evenly to the tribe. The 


alternative was to pool evervthing—to let 
every family cultivate so much of the land 
for his own use and pay taxes from that, 
and share all cattle with the remaining 
members of the tribe. This was the best 
way In times of war, and was frequently 
adopted; for the whole tribe would move 
off ain arms, driving the cattle before them. 
_It must be admitted that we have advanced 
since those days, but the pessimist may 
well ask Iimself: Are we any more 
prosperous now? The cattle, as has been 
pw by many excavations, are certainly a 
ar poorer breed now than was then the 
average. The work of archeologists shows 
that the materials for clothing were almost 
entirely of linen and all well embroidered, 
whereas now the case is “far, far other- 
wise ' Again. the musical and artistic skill 
of the early tribesmen was of a very high 
standard, as is shown by endless decoration 
on sword-hilt: and daggers and on em- 
broidered cloaks.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 
The House of Lords has awakened into 
life on the subject of its own reform. 
This afternoon, when the debate was re- 
sumed, their lordships met earlier than 
usual, and im view of the large number 
of peers who were anxious to express their 
views on the Government proposals which 
the Lord Chancellor laid before the House 
on Monday, it was decided to sit after 
dinner, a course which is pursued only 
on big occasions, or when the congestion 
of business towards the end of the session 
makes it necessary. 
The Duke of Northumberland, who 
began to-day’s discussion, was strongly 
inclined to agree ‘nat alterations in the 
constitution and powers of the House of 
Lords were necessary. The Lord Chan- 
cellor’s proposals, he said, were of a 
substantial character, and would remove 
the worst defects of the Parliament Act. 
In view of that fact, the concessions that 
their Lordships were asked to make. 
though considerable, were not incommen- 
surate with the advantages which they 
expected to receive. 
His Grace, however, showed that he was 
a firm believer in the hereditary principle. 
He claimed that the House of Lords, as 
it now existed, was infinitely more repre- 
sentative of the interests of the country 
than was the House of Commons. There 
was not a subject, however technical, on 
which it was not possible to obtain expert 
opinion in the House of Lords, and that 
was a good deal more than could be said 
of the Lower Chamber. 
The weakness of the House of Lords lay 
in the restrictions of its powers. A strong 
Second Chamber was very necessary to 
check the folly and iniquity of the 
Socialist Party, and it was sheer nonsense, 
in the circumstances of the day, to say 
that there was no place for a reformed 
Second Chamber. As it was unlikely that 
they would obtain the terms now 
offered to them from any other party,

Two historic Northern mansions, belonging 
to members of the Irish nobility, together 
with their contents, are coming under the 
auctioneer’s hammer, One -is the fine mansion 
1 of the Earl of Rasifurly, Northland House, 
Dungannon, and the other the historic home 
of the Earl of ‘Leitrim, Mulroy House, 
Carrigart, Co. 

There is much in Tyrone and 
Donegal! at the removal from the direct social 
life of the community of the representatives 
of these distinguished families, which in the 
past. took a practical interest in the welfare 
of the people among whom they lived. 

THE RANFURLY ESTATE. 

The Ranfurly estate in Dungannon has been 
in the possession of the family since ‘1692, 
when it was purchased (after the Battle of 
the Boyne) by the Right Hon. Thomas Knox, 
who was M.P. for Dungannon for many years 
and Privy Councillor to George I., and who 
had migrated some years previously from 
Renfrewshire, where the family had been 
established since the thirteenth century. 

Northland House is a ndid structure, 
standing in a beautifully wooded park of 600 
acres at the base of the hill upon which 
stands the town of Dungannon, associated 
with many events in Irish history. It is near 
the site of an earlier castle built by the 


| 


century, which was alternately dismantled and 
rebuilt until its final qdisappearance in “the 
wars of 1641. The present mansion was built 
between 1840 and 1846, and ‘there is an olde 
house of the Knoxes in the demesne. Spaces in 
the park are devoted to a football ground, 
cricket ground; lawn tennis, while there is 
also an 18-hole golf course. Dungannon Park 
has always been open for the amusement and 
recreation of the inhabitants. 
HISTORIC TREASURES. 
The house contained many treasures of his- 
toric interest, including the original Prayer 
book and Bible of the Irish House of 
Commons, which were presented by the House 
of Commons to William Knox, brother of the 
first Earl of Ranfurly, in 1791. There were 
also several interesting books and documents 
connected with William Penn, an ancestor of 
the Earl of Ranfurly, including a volume, 
ing ' an account of William Penn’s tra- 
vails in Holland and Germany, 1677.” In a 
cabinet, securely locked away, were the baby 
clothes of the young Pretender, and a number 
of other curiosities, while the library had a 
wonderful collection of rare and costly books. 


In the house there ‘were also a 
number of - valuable paintings, includ 
i “A Head,’ by Rembrandt, an 
above the library mantelpiece a female 


figure by Tritian, while there was also a 
portrait by Vandyck. Another curiosity in 
the house was a revolving clock, with a 
peculiar mechanical arrangement which 
enabled only those acquainted with the work- 
ing of the clock to ascertain the correct time. 
There are apparently only three of these 
clocks in existence, and the object of the 
mechanical arrangement referred to is an in- 
dication of hospitality, so that visitors may 
have no reminder of the time for leaving. 
THE PRESENT EARL. 
The present Earl of Ranfurley was born at 
Guernsey, in August, 1866. He began his 
education on H.M.S. Britannia, and after- 
wards went to Harrow, and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and passed into the Royal Navy, 
but owing to ill-heaith at the time he had to 
relinquish that career. The Earl continued 
to take a great interest in yachting, and was 
a member of the Royal Yacht Squadron. He 
was Lord-in-Waiting to Queen Victoria, 1895- 
1897; Governor and Commander-in-Chief of 
New Zealand, 1897-1904. He was for 
a time Chairman of the old Dungannon 
Town Commissioners, and did his utmost 
to promote the economic welfare of the dis- 
trict by opening a coal miné; but the inrush 
of wate: prevented further development. The 
Earls honours include P.C., ~G.C.M.G. 
K.C.M.G., Officer of the Legion of Honour. 
Hon. Bailiff of the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem. His son, Lord Northland, was 
killed in the Great War, and the heir to the 
Earldom is his grandson, ‘Fhomas Daniel 
Viscount Northland, born 20th May, 1915. 
MULROY HOUSE. 
The seat of the Earl of Leitrim, Mulroy 
House, ts situated at Carrigart, a picturesque 
art of Donegal, about. 25 miles from Letter- 
kenny station. Its furnishings, now being 
disposed of, included many noteworthy and 
greatly valued antiques, oil paintings, old 
engravings and coloured prints, decorative 
china and bijouterie, and, in particular, a 
remarkably fine library, the 4,000 volumes of 
which comprised a great variety of works of 
historical, classical, statistical, and anti- 
quarian value. The auction sale of the furni- 
ture and effects (bv Messrs. Battersby and 
Co., 39 Westmoreland street, Dublin) has 
been proceeding since Monday, 20th inst., and 
the contents of the valuable library of books 
are to be disposed of next Tuesday. 
The Earl of Leitrim was born .on 23rd 
June, 1879. and. succeeded his father in 
1892. He was formerly a Lieutenant in the 
9th Lancers, and ‘subsequently Lieutenant in 
the 5th Rifle Brigade. He served with the 
Ulster Imperial Yeomanry in the South Afri- 
can War, and in the Great War was a Major 
in the llth Battalion Royal. Innskilling 
Fusiliers (36th Ulster Division). - 
TITLES. 
The Earl was appointed: private secretary 
to the Secretary of State for the Colonies in 
the National Ministry, 1917. In addition to 
the earldom (created 1795, and first held by 
Robert Clements, M.P. for County Donegal, 
1776-85, who held the offices of Governor of 
County Donegal and Ranger of Phenix Park, 
Dublin), his lordship holds the titles of Baron 
Leitrim (created 1783), Viscount Leitrim 
(1793), Baron Clements (United Kingdom, 
created 1831). 
On the initiative of the Earl of Leitrim a 
Development Association was formed for 
North-West Donegal in 1924, when a move- 
ment was started to encourage tourists to 
visit Donegal.

SOUTH AFRICA’S

Bill means that the Union Jack will fly

JAPAN’S OFFER. 
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TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT 
TO BE PROPOSED. 


From “ THe TrMgs ’’ Correspondent. 
TOKIO, Wednesday. 

The Correspondent at Geneva of the 
Kokumin Shimbun, telegraphs that Admiral 
Viscount Saito, the chief of the Japanese 
Delegation, will seek to offset the disad- 
vantages io Japan of an unfavourable ratio 
by proposing that Japan, Great Britain and 
the United States should conclude a tripartite 
security agreement. 
Inquiries here indicate that the suggestion 
tials a substantial ‘basis. Admiral Saito, ac- 
ccrding to the correspondent, is empowered 
to introduce such a proposal if and when he 
thinks fit. He will argue that no naval 
agreement will be satisfactory if a feeling of 
unrest and insecurity remains, and will urge 
the tripartite security agreement as the ne- 
cessary complement to a disadvantageous 
ratio. 
The suggestion is in accord with the belief 
of many influential Japanese that such a secu- 
rity agreement between Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan would remove the 
shadow of war from the Pacific once for all. 
If the proposal were adopted it would give 
Japanese diplomacy the pivot it has lacked 
since the Anglo-Japanese Alliance was 
abrogated. § Well-informed Americans here 
consider the proposal premature, in view of 
the state of public opinion in the United 
States, but agree that the prospect of reaching 
some stich agreement eventually would be a 
strong factor in inducing Japan to conclude a 
new naval agreement. 
The first reaction of Japanese public opinion 
to events at Geneva is unexpectedly favour- 
able. In view of the strong and definite 
stand which they have taken on the question 
of the ratio, the newspapers were expected to 
assail the American proposal, but they are 
content to express in moderate terms dis- 
appointment that a plan known to be un- 
acceptable should have been introduced, and 
all inform their leaders that a compromise +s 
the most probable outcome. 


NAVAL DEFENCE. 


THE THREE-POWER 
STANDARD. 

The Times, in a leading article on the 
Three-Power Naval Conference, says :—Mr. 
Bridgeman outlined the essential needs of 
naval defence for the British Empire, the 
insular position of the Mother Country, de- 
pendence for raw materials, food, and her 
very existence on the free passage of the 
seas, the length of trade routes, the extensive 
coast line of all parts of the Empire, and the 
long lines of communication to be protected 
against danger. These facts, as he rightly 
said, made the British position unique. 
No other country is so vitally interested in 
the protection of sea routes the world over. 
Japan is also an island power, and is 
specially interested in maintaining secure 
communication with the Continent, from 
which she draws large supplies of food and 
raw material. No doubt the particular naval 
requirements of Japan will be even more 
fully explained in the course of the Geneva 
discussions. 

Certainly the need of the United States for 
a large Navy requires more detailed 
elucidation than has yet been given. She 
is self-contained, she is not so drectly de- 
pendent as are the other naval Powers on 
supplies from abroad. Hers may be an 
inchoate and instinctive need. It may be 
connected with her rapid commercial expan- 
sion beyond the seas, with a growing sense 
of great national interests in the Pacific, or 
with a feeling that modern technical de- 
velopments may some day make her long 
coast-line accessible to an attacking force 
from beyond the wide oceans. An explana- 
tion of the American case for a large Navy 
would, indeed, throw great light on some of the 
newest problems of international security. 
Yet the fact remains that an agreement 
between Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan for a further limitation of naval arma- 
ments would, in itself, to a large extent, 
establish that sense of security at sea to 
which the naval preparations of each have 
hitherto been directed. Consultation on the 


minimum that each Power vitally needs 
should yield a plan for agreed limitation that 
all might confidently accept. 


Even at this.early stage a most interesting 
suggestion has been put forward from Japan 
that the deliberations of the Conference might 
culminate in the conclusion of a security pact 
between the three Powers, which would 
certainly, if it could be brought about, be a 
more e ve tee of peace than 
laborious tion of naval ratios.
